A committee of seven was appointed 
to look into the matter. Judge Hand of Phil- 
adelphia, Chairman, reported today giving the 
board a first-class recommendation for busi- 
ness management and financial talent. All 
the transactions were approved. 

Then Mr. Simmons was heard. He reaf- 
firmed the old charges of incompetence and 
mismanagement, and asserted that the special 
committee had made no investigation what- 
ever. Although he and others had offered to 
furnish facts, they had never been called 
upon.

Another long discussion grew out of the re- 
port of Dr. Joseph J. Smith of the Committee 
on Church Union. with the Protestant 
Episcopal Church and the Federation 
of Churches.

Episcopalian Negotiations Broken Off. 

Dr. Smith said it was a hard thing to stand 
the slurs made upon the right of Presbyterian 
ministers to. administer communion, but he 
did not wish the assembly to discontinue 
negotiations. He would prefer the Episco- 
palians to do it. 

George Junkin was willing to unite with 
any church, but wished Presbyterian clergy. 
men to be recognized as the equals of all oth 
ere. Drs. S. C. Logan and W. A. Bartlett had 
established amicable relations with their 
neighboring rectors. The committee by a 
vote of 240 to 186 was relieved of further duty 
in negotiating with the Episcopal church in 
particular, but to continue establishing rela- 
tions with churches in general. 

The Rev. Dr. J. W. Torrence of Southern 
Ohio wishes to get some legislation on secular 
amusements. He presented this afternoon a 
resolution calling attention to the general in- 
crease of the pernicious practices of theater- 
going, promiscuous dancwg, and card-playing 
on the part of members of the church. More 
particularly did he view with apprehension 
the spread of the insidious progressive euchre ; 
wherefore he asked that a committee of three 
be appointed to report a plan calcalated to 
free the church from the injurious effects of 
these pastimes.

THE AUDITORIUM CROWDED AT THE 
APOLLO CLUB CONCERT. 


Verdi’s Requiem Sung for the First Time in 
This City Since 1883, When It Was Ren- 
dered by the Beethoven Society—Miss 
Emma Juch, Charles Knorr, Mrs. Wal- 
ter C. Wyman, and Emil Fischer the 
Soloists. 


The weather did ite worst, as May weather 
usually does. There were drifts of wind and 
rain and sudden squalls, but they had nothing 
to do with the abundant success of the Apollo 
club’s concert at the Auditorium. : 

Why should they? ~ 

An Apollo club concert can draw an au- 
dience from dead earth as a hot sun draws up 
young onion plants. And then there were es- 
pecial reasons. Emma Juch sang, and every 
one knows that she sings well in concert; 
Charles Knorr and Emil Fischer were other 
names that drew crowds as a magnet draws 
needles,

Then the orchestra started up of a sudden— 
and what the other wise man said to the one 
wise man shall never be known. It reminded 
one very much of what Dr. Blimber started to 
say about the Romans, when poor little Paul 
Dombey choked himself and the docter off 
forever, 

A brilliant audience? To be sure it was a 
brilliant audience. Society blossomed into 
the full rose of a public appearance, Every 
one andevery one’s wife was present. But 
perhaps the most noticeable feature was the 
fine element of musical appreciation that 


| breasted the financial hot and cold fits of life 


in order to hear the Manzoni Requiem frag- 
ment. Somehow or other music and million- 
airedom do not always go hand in glove. Last 
night the audience was a mixture of society 
folk and music-lovers, And there was no 
line to bedrawn between. There seemed to 
be a sort of general enthusiasm that ricochet- 
ted from box to gallery. 

After all it was an occasion that might 
properly be described in the old phrase—a 
festival music. It was a case of the 
Requiem“ first and caste distinctions after- 
ward.

FINE WORK BY THE LOUISIANA LOTTERY. 


The Hand of the Insti ‘Seen at the 
Trans- Mississippf Congress, 

Denver, Colo., May 22.—In the Trans-Mis- 
sissippi Congress this m the fine hand 
of the Louisiana lottery combination was 
manifested in the defeat of resolutions call- 
ing for a constitutional amendment by which 
lotteries could be legalized in any State. The 
vote stood 95 to 80. The remainder of the 
day was spent in the consideration of resolu- 
tions. All were passed as reported by the 
committee, but a warm debate was provoked 
by the’ question of the government ceding 
arid lands to the States and Territories. 

Texas offered resolutions indorsmg the Co- 
lumbian Exposition in Chieago and extending 
congratulations to the managers for work 
thus far done. 

The next convention after the session in 
Omaha will be held in New Orleans. 

Majority reports on rid lands were 
read. The latter urged the cession of arid 
lands to the States in which they were situated, 
limiting individual purthaéea to 320 acres 
at not less than $1.25 per acre, and that only 
citizens of the United be eligible 
as purchasers. The majority report was 
adopted. <r Mays

A Boston Man’s Display of Affection Lands 
Him in the Police Court. 

Bosron, Mass., May 22.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Earle Noyes, a young. business-man here, has 
solved the problem whether it is a crime for a 
man to kiss his wife on the streets of Boston. 
This solution, however, caused him a session 
in the municipal court this morning anda 
vast deal of annoyance besides. Mr. and Mrs. 
Noyes, it seems, made a call last evening 
upon some friends who live at the South 
End, and on their return home they were 
obliged to wait for ahorse-car. Taking ad- 
vantage of the kindly shadow of a building 
Mr. Noyes proceeded to kiss his wife. A 
passing policeman observed the act and the 
result was the arrest of Mr. and Mrs. Noyes.

FAILURE OF THE HILL SHOE COMPANY . 


Indications That the Liabilities Are Consid- 
erably in Excess of the Assets. 
Mempuis, Tenn., May 22.—The liabilities of 
the Hill Shoe company, which failed yester- 
day, are pow given as $600,000 instead of 8400, 
000, the figure at which they were placed last 
Light.

He says bad 
crops, poor collections, and the stringent 
money market are the principal causes. It is 
known, however, that Tuesday last the 
Hill company was advised that the best course 
to pursue would be to make an assignment.

ARE PENSION CERTIFICATES WITHHELD? 


Secretary Foster Fears There Will Be a 
Large Deficiency in the Treasury. 

Wasutneron, D. C., May 17.—[N. I. Sun].— 
The Washington Gazette today charges that the 
payment of pension certificates in cases that 
have been completed 1s being withheld at the 
order of Secretary Foster, who fears that there 
will be a large deficiency in the Treasury at 
the end of the fiscal year. The Gazette says: 

The pension attorneys, who have hundreds of 
cases on file, are writing to the Pension Office ev- 
ery day asking why certificates for the completed 
cases are not issued, and in most cases the letters 
of the attorneys remain unanswered, 

It appears that Commissioner Raum is act- 
ing under instructions from Secretary Foster 
to ward off a large deficiency, which sees in- 
evitable. Instead of issuing certificates for 
cases in the completed files the Pension Office 
is pushing with all the force at its command 
cases filed under the Disability act of June, 
1890. Last month 30,000 claims under the act 
of June, 1890, were i and comparativel 
few cases on the completed files were touched. 
The Commissioner understands the position in 
which he is placed, and hence he is willing to 
let the completed files rest, take all the criti- 
cisms of the attorneys, and listen patiently to 
the tales of woe the claimants pour into his 
ear if he can only avert a deficiency. There is 
a material difference in the amount received 
by the pensioner whose claim is filed under

STUART ON THE MAIL FRAUDS CASE, 


Particulars of the Government's Case 
Against John C. Newton. 

Postoffice-Inspector Stuart made public yes- 
terday the particulars of the case against 
John C. Newton, the President of the Des 
Moines and Kansas City railway, indicted for 
attempting to defraud the Government by 
sending bogus mail matter over his road. 

Newton is wealthy, and 1s also the President 
of an Eastern railroad as well as the Des 
Moines and Kansas City. Capt. Stuart sent 
Inspector Christian to Iowa to look up the 
matter forty days ago, and has m in re- 
ceipt of daily reports from him. The mails 

ing over the Des Moines and Kansas City 
ao been unusually heavy lately. It was 
found to consist largely of packages of old 
New York papers, many over a year old. 

“ Newton’s scheme,” said Capt. Stuart, 
“ was to have his friends along line pre- 
pared to receive without question large quan- 
tities of mail, which they were to hold until 
he wanted the same. This extra mail of 
course showed an increase in the amount car- 
ried over his road, and as the government was 
about to weigh the mail matter so as to de- 
termine the compensation to which the road 
was entitled for the next four years it is plain 
that the scheme would have been a great one 
for him if it had only worked. The govern- 
ment would have had to pay probably $40,000 
on the four years’ contract. 

„Newton had a friend at Carnsville, Mo., 
to whom the pers were first sent. The 
friend then irected them and sent them 
back over the line to other friends of Newton. 
It was one of the biggest schemes to defrand 
the government that we ever unearthed. New-

BLAINE’S RECIPROCITY EXCITING THE 
BRITISH. 

News comes by cabie that the manufacturers 
in the Manchester and Birmingham districts 
are stirred to their inmost depths by the re- 
port that reciprocity arrangements have been 
concluded between the United States and Bra- 
zil, and that they are pressing the matter upon 
the attention of the home government. England 
sends to Brazil $31,500,000 worth of merchan- 
dise, of which $12,500,000 in 1890 was in cot- 
ton goods. As these are to be admitted into 
Brazil at rates of duty 25 per cent less when 
commg from the United States than when 
sent from Europe the Britishers naturally fear 
an important loss of trade, as is indicated by 
the character of consular advices from Wash- 
ington and Rio. The manufacturers of iron 
and steel goods are equally troubled at the 
prospect, The trade in iron and steel manu- 
factures, the exports of cast and other forms 
of iron, steam-engines and other machinery, 
rails, hardware, and cutlery, amounted in 
value last year to more than $7,600,000. In 
these two classes were over two-thirds of Brit- 
ish exports to Brazil, and in both of these 
Americans are able to compete already to a

KEELEY’S THEORY OF ALCOHOLISM,

from fact or reason. As a rule the adult is 
not attacked by scarlet-fever and it takes 
more morphia to kill a dog than a human 
bemg, neither of which facts can be 
ascribed to personal or ancestral immunity 
by long use. The activity of a poison varies 
with the species, the age, and the individ- 
ual, and he claims itis absurd to believe in 
a tolerance of alcohol derived from a whisky- 
soaked ancestry.

Neither can it cut off their present facilities with- 
out abandoning in a vital respect the British 
policy of free trade, giving up revenue derived 
from things which Great Britain does not pro- 
duce, and being compelled instead to propose 
duties that involve protection to British indus- 
tries. It will be interesting to see how the Brit- 
ish Ministry manages to act insuch an emergency.

Ar- 
rangements for reciprocal trade have been 
made by the United States with Brazil and 
Spain in behalf of Cuba, and are in progress 
with other South American countries. There 
can be only one result, and that of a perma- 
nent character, in spite of anything Lord 
Salisbury can do to prevent it, We have de- 
termined on the perfectly fair and legitimate 
policy of taking from the countries of Middle 
America their tropical products in exchange 
for our manufactures and crude productions 
which the people of those countries want to 
consume. It will be an equitable trade, and 
satisfactory to both parties. Hitherto we 
have paid for the products of tropical and sub- 
tropical America with gold, which has then 
been sent to Europe to pay for the goods con- 
sumed by our Southern neighbors. We have 
grown tired of doing it, and do not propose 
any longer to be parties to suchan arrange- 
ment. The coin and currency of a nation 
constitute its commercial life-blood, and when 
drawn from their veins the people become 
exh@usted and inane, just as does the individ- 
ual whose arteries cease to pulsate for lack of 
the vital flow. Having reasoned out this con- 
clusion we do not propose to pay for those 
tropical products any longer by exporting 
gold, but with our own surplus productions 
needed in those Southern countries. The

THE SOUTH Is “NOT IN IT.” 
The composition of the flat debt-payimg con- 
vention at Cincinnati was as follows, which 
includes all the volunteer members with those 
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lowed the ordinary rules of procedure and 
sent the report down to the local presbyteries 
with instructions to consider it and report to 
the next General Assembly. Whatever may 
de the outcome the report of the committee is 
an important step forward and it may be ac- 
cepted that revision is a question which has 
come to stay. Future General Assemblies 
evidently have not heard the last of it. 

As to the case of the Rev. Dr. Briggs, even 
if the General Assembly should exercise its 
legitimate prerogative and veto his appoint- 
ment as a member of the faculty of Union 
Seminary, which it has the right to do, he 
still would have a fair trial by his presbytery 
and all the rights of appeal. Since his case 
first came up he has scored an important 

point in securing the unanimous indorsement 
of the directors of the seminary, and his 
friends now believe that the answers given by 
him to the questions of the directors establish 
his thoroughgoing orthodoxy. It may be ex- 
pected, however, that some. of the keen-eyed 
and expert theologians in the assembly will 
fail to find the necessary harmony between 
these replies and the original statements in 
his inaugural address, and that they will in- 
sist that the questions themselves offered the 
professor a wide degree of latitude as to the 
interpretation of their sense, as, for instance, 
the following: 


Q.—Do you believe the Bible to be inerrant in 
all matters faith and practice, and ia 


concerning 
everything in which it isa revelation from God, - 


as a vehicle of divine truth, and that there are no 
errors that disturb its infallibility in these mat- 
ters or in its records of the historic events and in- 
stitutions with which they are inseparably con- 
nected? : 

A.—Yes. 

All Protestant Christians would agree with 
this, but it does not go to the roots of Prof. 
Briggs’ “ inerrancy’ comment. It leaves the 
door open tor his enemies, and we may well 
beheve there will be a battle on theological 
technicalities growing out of all these ques- 
tions. But we shall see what we shall see. It 
is a healthy sign that there is a stir down 
among the roots of the old theologies. 


SECRETARY BLAINE TALKS BACK. 

The detailed correspondence in the diplo- 
matic controversy between Italy, and the 
United States, growing out of the New Orleans 
lynching, printed in the last issue of Tan 
Tame, covers the whole subject from the 
time of the lynching to that of Baron Fava’s 
departure from Washington. It contains the 
letters which passed between Consul Corte, 
Baron Fava, and Sig. Rudini. While it does 
not add any new information to the record of 
the case as already known, so far as the facts 
are concerned, it is none the less of great 
value as furnishing another iliustration of the 
determined stand which Secretary Blaine took 
in the matter and of his resolute purpose not 


from the vice of lying in one generation is to 
be obtained by general untruthfulness in the 
one preceding it, though this would not be a 
whit more absurd than the same reasoning 
with regard to drunkenness. It is more log- 
ical to conclude that we are to be saved as a 
race from the consequences of vice, crime, 
diseases, and poisons by persistently avoiding 
and refraining from them, and not by gaining 
immunity on the plan outlined in the paper 
of a week ago. 

This is followed by another paper from Dr. 
Keeley, in which he reiterates his plea that 
one poisoning gives to the human being or 
animal an immunity from further attacks of 
the same poison, and says itis one of the 
greatest. questions in all biology as well as 
pathology.”’ The poisons are the ptomaines 
(matter thrown off by vegetable microbes), 
which cause the common epidemic and in- 
fectious diseases, the leucomaines (which are 
the products of animal waste), and the long 
list of vegetable and mineral poisons that are 
used as intoxicants or medicines. A relative- | 
ly small quantity increases the activity of the 
cells, the poison being resisted by the forces of 
cell life, and this is the meaning of a 
stimulant, while if dose be too great de- 
struction ensues. This is illustrated by 
the invasion of a country by a hostile army.

Neither of these methods ever 
cured a disease in the clinical history of this 
earth. Opium, arsenic, tobacco, alcohol, etc., 
may be used to sober off the alcohol inebriate 
as painlessly as possible, but the only real cure 
yet known is the chloride of gold.
